DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 1-3,5,12-14,16,17,21 under 35 USC 102(b) and 103(a) under 
anticipated or obvious over Khanolkar will not be maintained. Khanolkar does not teach 
or suggest a method of inhibiting transport of anandamide in an individual or animal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-3,5,6,21,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Melck et al (Biochemical and Biophysical Research Communications, 1999, 262 (1 ), 
275-84). Melck teaches a method of inhibiting anandamide-facilitated transport 
comprising the administration of olvanil and arvanil to a patient. 

Claims 1-3, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Beltramo et al (European J. of Pharmacology, 1999, 364(1), 75-8)). Beltramo teaches a 
method of inhibiting anandamide-facilitated transport comprising the administration of 
olvanil and capsaicin to a patient. 

Claims 1-3, 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Di 
Marzo et al (FEBS Letters 1998, 436 (3), 449-54). Di Marzo teaches a method of 
inhibiting anandamide-facilitated transport comprising the administration of N-[(4- 
hydroxy-3-methoxyphenyl)methyl]-9-octadecenamide to a rat.
